RUDI’S DREAMING! 


| was amazed to hear Rudi Gutendorf talking on television about 


Australia having a full-time national team, with players being paid up to 


$400 a week for the first six months of next year. 


Who's kidding who? 

1 wish Rudi luck with his dream but I 
doubt that we'll see it come true. 

Before we can think of a full-time 
national team, surely we'd have to look at 
having full-time club players and that 
won't happen for at least 10 years, if at all. 

Distances between cities on this large 
continent is another consideration. t 

Which club would agree to employ a 
player who will be absent for six months 
and fly in only for the game on the week- 
end? 

And how many wives will agree to their 
husbands being away in training camp for 
six months and dropping in only briefly on 
weekends? 

The way I see it, our full-time national 
coach should instead spend four weeks in 
each of the States his players come from, 
making sure his ideas are accepted, work- 
ing with his players there, and having as- 
sistants also working with the players, as 
is already happening. 

As Tom Anderson wrote in his column 
last week, we're stepping on dangerous 
ground when we fool with the lives of play- 
ers. Some of them may be passing up good 
employment opportunities just for that 
mythical six months next year. 

These players should instead be doing 
everything possible to secure their futures 
through their jobs outside soccer. 

Do the people who are talking about 
taking players away from clubs for six 
months really understand the problems 
clubs face in the current bad times, when 
finance is tight and crowds are falling? 

Marketing of PSL soccer is non-exist- 
ent, promotional ideas are nil and that 
long-promised IV coverage is still not a 
reality 

As some club presidents are sa 
openly, most clubs would be better off 
financially back in the State Leagues from 
where they came.

What is the main mission of a coach? 


The answer is to produce players. 

A player is made over a number of 
years. He can be ruined in one day. 

A coach who does not produce players 
is not a coach. We're talking here about 
coaches who coach youngsters. 

Producing players from young, raw 
material, is the most difficult thing in 
football. 

Secondly, a coach has to devise play, de- 
velop style. 

Until a few years ago, senior clubs did 
not have to worry much about this aspect. 
They imported ready-made players and 
composed their teams according to the 
piayers’ talents. 

J.U.S.T., Hellas and Polonia, for exam- 
ple, were based on continental players, 
and the teams operated according to their 
inherent skills. 

lhe coaches didn't have to correct or 
improvise with new styles on which they 
could build the club’s future. 

All in all, the making of play is a relat- 
ively new theme for Australian coaches — 
and the responsibility of nurturing the 
right type of play rests with all of us. 

It is of utmost importance to teach 


“ young players, rather than coach them in 


the traditional sense. I am convinced that 
many people don’t know the difference be- 
tween the learning process and training. 

Everyone is training, but not many are 
learning. 

raining can last for an hour precisely. 
leaching can last one hour, six hours, a 
month — and is if of more lasting benefit 
to the player than mere training. 

lraining is a repetition of known skills. 

leaching is the introduction of things 
not previously known. 

Without a successful, effective learning 
process, there can be no football. 

The coach has the responsibility for the 
teaching. For example, he must have the 
expertise to notice immediately whatever 
a player is doing wrong. He must point out 


the fault immediately and teach the right 
way to do it, 

He must concentrate on removing the 
weaknesses from a player’s game — but 
he can’t do that if he doesn’t see those 
weaknesses. 

Another fundamental problem is com- 
petition. 

lt is dangerous indeed for senior-level 
competition to be copied for juniors. 

in leading nations there is a direct relat- 
ionship between the game and the under- 
standing of the game; also between a 
player and his upbringing or education. 
Only then is competition considered. 

Here it’s all back to front. We start with 
competition at all costs, at the youngest 
level, and we use the young player as a 
tool for the competition. 

Only then do we consider the game and 
the understanding thereof by the players. 

As far as I’m concerned, the young 
player who does not go through an effec- 
tive learning process before puberty, 
before his personality is fully developed, 
will never become a great player. 

We do have players who are absolute 
stars in the PSL, players like Eddie 
Krneevic, Gary Cole, Peter Sharne and 
Murray Barnes. 

They learned their soccer here but they 
missed out on the proper learning process. 
Imagine what they could be today had they 
gone through this process properly.
